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ABSTRACT 



Disclosed are an antibody against human para-thyroid- 
hormone-related protein, a DNA coding for the antibody, a 
recombinant vector containing the DNA, a transformant 
transformed with the recombinant vector, a method for 
preparation of the antibody, and uses of the antibody. 
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
